The December American Agriculturist opens with 
a full page Logging Scene in the Menominee coun- 
try, where the noble pine forests are so fast disap- 
pearing; following the Hints about December work, 
is an article by Col. D. D. T. Moore on ‘Seasonable 
Duties of Farmers ;’’ Joseph Harris discusses the 
teachings of ‘‘ Our Apple Harvest,” and in his ‘‘ Walks 
and Talks,’’ Cauliflowers, and the Apple Market. Mr. C. 
P. Dewey gives an important article on the Milk Supply 
of Cities, and Seth Green one on Farmers and Fish Cul- 
ture. This done, Mr. Goodrich of IIl., reads the farmers 
a lesson on Keeping Accounts, and E. N. Plant, of Kan- 
sas, furnishes an account of the Pecan Tree and its 
value. D. W. King, Architect, presents drawings, speci- 
fications and estimates of one of his neat houses, adapted 
to either village or country. Under the heading, ‘* Every 
Man His Own Landscape Gardener,’ Kanute Forsberg 
tells how to make the preliminary survey of a country 
place with home-made instruments, and also presents a

There is an engraving of a noble 
pair of Connecticut Red Cattle, by Forbes, from a pho- 
tograph of an admirably well-matched yoke of Devons. 
Butter-makers will value Henry Stewart's article on Salt- 
ing Butter. Besides, the merits of the Red Pigs of Eng- 
land and the Perigordine Pigs of France, are deecribed 
by Col. Weld, with good engravings of each; there isa 
portrait of a Merino Ram, with an article on American 
Merinos.
